SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  School  Board : 

I  hereby  submit  for  your  consideration  my  first 
annual  report  of  the  Stark  Schools. 

I  came  to  you,  as  a  substitute,  March  5,  1934  en 
account  of  the  sickness  of  the  regular  superintend- 
ent, the  late  Eugene  S.  Foster,  who  passed  away 
the  sixth  of  August,  1934. 

I  found  the  schools  in  good  condition  due  tc 
the  untiring  work  of  my  late  Brother  Foster.  Dur- 
ing the  balance  of  the  school  year,  1933-4,  I  tried  to 
carry  along  the  work  as  Mr.  Foster  wished  by  fre- 
quently talking  the  problems  over  with  him. 

In  June  we  held  a  graduation  for  the  pupils 
who  had  completed  the  work  of  the  eight  grades  in 
the  Stark  Schools.  The  members  of  this  class  were 
Maurice  W.  Forbush,  Robert  Fountain,  Leola  M. 
Jarvis,  Edith  A.  Lawrence,  Winston  H.  Maguire, 
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Violet  M.  Manuel,  Dale  W.  Miles,  Herbert  L.  Miles 
Jr.,  Norman  A.  Potter,  Doris  E.  Rogers  and  James 
F.  Weagle.  Many  of  these  entered  some  high 
school  last  fall. 

T\vo  new  teachers  were  secured  to  fill  vacancies 
caused  by  resignations,  viz :  Harriette  Mullen  for 
the  Emerson  School  and  Esther  E.  Aldrich  for  the 
Percy  School. 

The  School  Census,  taken  last  September,  show- 
ed that  there  were  75  people  in  town  between  the 
ages  of  five  and  sixteen  and  that  59  of  these  were 
registered  in  the  local  public  schools. 

The  number  registered  in  the  Blake  School  is 
rather  small.  It  may  become  desirable  to  transport 
those  children  to  the  Stark  School  another  year  in- 
stead of  trying  to  maintain  a  school  for  so  few. 

Two  little  girls  are  being  boarded  near  the 
Crystal  School  in  place  of  transportation  over  roads 
that  are  nearly  impassable  at  times.  By  boarding, 
they  are  able  to  attend  school  regularly. 

Some  slate  boards  were  put  into  the  Emerson 
School  building  and  the  building  painted  inside.  The 
Percy  School  is  much  in  need  of  new  blackboards. 

The  teachers  have  had  entertainments  of  differ- 
ent kinds  and  with  the  money  earned  have  purchased 
some  special  things  for  use  in  their  school.  The 
teachers  are  to  be  commended. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  School  Board  and  all  others  who 
have  made  it  possible  to  accomplish  the  good  work 
that  it  being  done  in  the  schools.
